vilians and one soldier were 
\illed and three other soldiers 
Bounded in the South Yemeni 
air attack.

San'a', by the Middle East 
News Agency. 


The statement claimed a 


school, mosque and hospital in 
Kutoba were "heavily bombed 
and strafed" and that several 
houses were set afire.

ed a ground battle in progress 
near Kotuba in which "several 
South Yemeni tanks and ar- 
mored cars were destroyed." 


The communique termed the 


hostilities "aggression aimed at 
plunging the two neighboring 
countries into a senseless war."

Homeowners may be 
harnessing energy 
for power from sun 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — 


An Arizona State University en- 
gineering professor says he has 
successfully tested a system 
which 
would 
enable most 


homes, factories and 
office 


buildings to generate their own 
electricity by harnessing ener- 
gy from the sun. 


"With this type of solar ener- 


gy system you wouldn't have to 
build more- power plants .in 
most of the nation to meet the 
growing energy shortage," Dr. 
Charles E. Backus told news- 
men Tuesday. 


"Every building would be its 


own power plant. Only the 
northeast part of the country, 
which doesn't get that much 
sunlight, would have to get ad- 
ditional power with other 
means." 


Backus, here for the Inter- 


society Energy Conversion En- 


gineering Conference sponsored 
by the American Chemical 
Society, said his system uses a 
series of solar cells developed 
to power spaceships in flight. 


The cells, he said, are put on 


the roof of a building in such a 
manner that when the sun's 
rays hit them, the energy is ab- 
sorbed and turned into elec- 
tricity which the building can 
immediately put to use. 


The energy also can be 


stored for use at night and on 
days when the sun is obscured 
by clouds, Backus said. 


"There is a lot of sunlight in 


Arizona," the scientist said, re- 
ferring to where he conducted 
his research, "but I believe 
there is sufficient energy com- 
ing from the sun in most of the 
states so that this system is 
workable in the bulk of the Un- 
ited States.

Eric Jannersten points out 


that due to the bad diamond 
break and the unfavorable 
location 
of the 
king of 
spades, South will need card- 
reading plus some mild help 
from the defense. 


The mild help is for West 
to start by cashing his three 
high hearts. East will play 
the four on the first lead and 
the seven the second time. 
South should drop his five at 
trick one and his deuce at 
trick two to give West the 
best incentive to play the 
three high hearts. 


West shifts to the jack of 
spades at trick four and 
South should let this hold 
the trick. West has dealt, 
passed and shown up with 
10 high card points. He just 
can't also hold the spade 
king. 
West leads a second spade 


and this time the ace is 
played from dummy. 


South cashes dummy's 


queen of diamonds and leads 
a diamond to his ace. West 
shows out and now we see 
why it was so important that 
South just concede that first 
spade trick. East is going to 
be caught in a squeeze. 
Like most squeezes, it is 


a cinch when it has been 
built up. South cashes his 
last heart and discards a 
diamond from dummy. East 
had discarded a spade on 
the third heart; this time he 
lets a club go. 
Now South plays ace-king 


and jack of clubs to dum- 
my's queen and East has to 
throw either the king of 
spades or one of his two dia- 
monds. Either way, South 
makes the rest of the tricks.

(NEA)—When I heard that 
Johnny Whitaker had been 
cast in the title role of the 
n e w musical version of 
"Tom Sawyer," I figured the 
jig was up. I remembered 
Whitaker from Family Af- 
fair, and he was about as 
much like Tom Sawyer as 
B a r b r a Streisand is like 
Becky Thatcher.

His father says 
that they live next door to 
some people who are active 
in a Kansas City little the- 
ater, and it was these nosy 
neighbors w h o suggested 
that Jeff try out. 


You'll note that fathers 


seem to be present at the lo- 
cation here. You're right, 
and there's a reason. This 
film is family time. It was 
s h o t , mostly, during the 
summer and all the cast and 
c r e w had kids, parents, 
wives, whatever, along with 
them. 


On Sundays, they screen 


the week's rushes, and ev- 
erybody shows up with their 
children. It was like the old 
days when the family went 
out on the weekend to see a 
movie together. 


Don Taylor had his gor- 


geous wife, H a z e l Court,

year-old son, Jonathan. Like 
most of the kids, he was in 
a scene.
